Rescue Planes Search 
Atlantic For Survivors 


LONDON f/Ti—Tlie U. S. Air 
Force said about 25 American 
airmen aboard a huge RB-36 re­ 
connaissance bomber were forced i 
to leap from the blazing plane 
early Tuesday into the .Atlantic' 
Ocean, 500 miles west of Eng- ‘ 
land. 
Ten American air-scÎ rescue 
planes were sent winging over 
the ocean from France and Eng­ 
land to search for survivors. 
An Air Force spok esman said 
the big 10-engine plane, recon­ 
naissance version of the atom- 
bomb-carrying B-36 bomber, was 
en route from Travis Air Force 
Base in California to England 
on a training mission. 
Shortly after 4 a.m. (9 p.m. 
C.ST Tucs.) the plane reported 
to the U. S. aircraft control cen­ 
ter in suburban Huislip that it 
had developed an engine fire. 
Nineteen minutes later the pilot 
radioed that the blaze was out 
of control and all aboard were 
abandoning ship, i)crsumably by 
parachute.

More than a dozen pine trees 
In the cemetery were burned be­ 
fore firemen confined the blaze 
to the northw'est section of the 
lemetery.

ing the cemetery leaped over a 
4-foot fence to escape the fire. 
The fire started from a trash 
fire on property owned by John

No. 14th. it happened while the 
men w'ere away. The w'omen of 
the home dashed back and forth 
with five gallon water buck ets 
in an attem pt to

scene J. M. Jones brought hi.s 
.‘•ons over to his pa.sture land and 
b« >at the flames with wet ,sack .s 
halting the tire before it could 
spread w'cst across the road. 
Jones said he would now have 
to buy feed for his cattle as the 
lire scorched five acres of earth 
on his pasture and some fence 
posts. 
"If we don’t get any more 
rain," he said, "nothing will grow 
here but weeds."

The state-federal crop statistician confirms 
reports of extensive oamage by heat and the 
lack of moisture to cornfields in isolated sec­ 
tions of Nebraska. 
The situation is not a repetition of the heart­ 
breaking tale of the ’thirties. 
Nebraska will 
Iiroduee corn— a whale of a lot of it—on the 
limited areas where irrigation facilities exist 
— and In other regions w here timely rain has 
fallen. But here was a state which came to 
the middle of Ju ly with its corn land a green 
; emerald of great beauty and promise. 
This paper has pleaded w-ith the people of 
'Nebraska to expand the irrigation program 
to the utmost of its w’atcr resources. 
It has 
: urged the people of Nebraska for nearly a 
‘ quarter of a century to give thought to the 
conservation of water—and its companion- 
good black earth. 
Irrigation is a great,sta- 
. bilizing force in Nebraska’s economy. 
Since 
.the earliest beginnings, there have been a 
few' seasons but relatively few when moi.s- 
ture w’as sufficient to produce a bumper crop 
of corn. 
Even during this recent wet cycle, 
particularly last summer, there was a brief 
period when irrigation water would have 
added to the yield per acre. 
If H develops that 1954 and the immediate 


years that follow usher in what the experts 
who know about these things describe as a 
“ dry cycle,” then the wisest stop the people 
of Nebraska can take will he to expand their 
Irrigation program. 
It pays dividends. 
Even 
in the heat, the fields that get Irrigation wa­ 
ter yield from 70 to 90 bushels per acre while 
across the road the farmer harvests noth­ 
ing. 
ater is our most precious resource in 
this slate. It governs our destiny. Out in the 
rural areas, it is the difference between over­ 
flowing corn eribs and bare, grim, empty 
hoards. 
In the brief time that it ha.s been in uffice, 
the Eisenhower administration has done in­

harm

where irrigation is of such importance. 
It 
ha.s now given its approval to a program that 
give.s only lip .service to the multiple ob­ 
jectives of ,a sound program of eonsei vation.

Yet the controveisia! d ru g , 
krtbio/.en, has been ii'axi with 
considerable sucress im many 
cancer patients in early slagi's, 
and was irsed to relieve pain 
with “ dramatic .suci'ess’’ on two 
i>ther senators— Arthur Vanden- 
berg of Michigan and Brien Mc­ 
Mahon of Connecticut. 
Tlie background s t o r y is 
that Tobey’s son had cancer 
and was cured, a n d Toliey 
had battled w ith th e New 
England hrancli of the Amer­ 
ican .Medical .Association be­ 
cause he felt they were op­ 
posed to some of the newer 
and more revolntionar.v treat­ 
ments for cancer. Following 
this, he started a secret Sen­ 
ate investigation of an alleged 
conspiracy of tlie 
American . 
Medical .Association to restrict 
«•anrer cures. 
Because the AM A s p e n d s 
more money influencing Con­ 
gress in lobbying before that 
body _ $309.514.93 last y e a r , 
more than any other group be­ 
sides the utility lobby—Tobey 
was afraid hi.s probe would lie 
.stoppcfl. So he kept it .secret 
evtai from the Interstate Com­ 
merce Committee of which he 
W' as chairman. 
How’cver, he obtained $40,000 
from the .Senate to investigate 
“ certain 
matters 
in 
inler.stafe 
tomrnerco” and hired an expert 
Investigator, 
Bene<lict 
Fitzger­ 
ald. to probe the doctors’ lobby. 
Fitzgerald ha.s now drafted a 
preliminary report which indi- 
cate.s that certain members of 
the American Medical Associa­ 
tion ronspired wdth certain drug 
companies ' to

ozen. 
The AMA. of course, has the 
laudiblo motivation of trying to 
keep harmful 
medicines away

the AMA, feel that it has gone 
a little too far in some of its 
policies.

Krebiozen has been the .sub­ 
ject of a controversy in Chi­ 
cago, where Dr. Andrew C Ivy, 
di.stinguished expert of the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois, states that he 
saw 
It tried on 
100 patients 
with helpful results, and that 
199 other doctors have reportetl 
favorably to him on its use. 
Dr. Ivy has been conducting 
experiments under the reguln- 
tenis of the U. .S. Food and 
Drug Administration. 
However, such great pres­ 
sure was brought by members 
of the American Aledical As- 


soclation to stop his work and 
h a v e him removed as vice 
president of the University of 
Illinois Medical School t li a t 
lie finally took a leave of ab­ 
sence without pay. All thi.s 
created such a furor that the 
Illinois f.egislature appointed 
a commission to study th e 
matter and testimony has been 
given before the commission 
that Dr, .1. J. Moore, treasurer 
of the American Medical As­ 
sociation, brought pressure to 
keep krebiozen off the medi­ 
cal market and to have Dr.

Irony is that Dr. Ivy is not 
only one of the most re.specU'd 
members of the medical profes-

drugstores. However, he was so 
impressed with krebiozen that 
he ordered his researchers at 
the University of Illinois to con­ 
duct exten.sive tests. 
It was found among other 
things that krebiozen trans­ 
formed into liquid the cancer 
at the base of Sen. Me.Mah- 
on’s spine. His chest, however, 
was riddled with cancer and 
too far advanced to respond to 
treatments. With Sen. Vanden- 
herg, the new drug relieved 
him of much pain, though his 
< a''C also was too lar advanced. 
All this was why Son. Tobev, 
on his own dealhhed, sent Kitz- 
rerald to Sen. Taft's New' York 
ho.spital with a .suppiv of kreb­ 
iozen and a letter from the late 
Sen. Vandenberg’s doctor sav­ 
ing that the drug had a “ dra­ 
matic” effect on Vandenberg.

Councí! Despairs As 2 Mill Increase Sighted

Figures

sifins of despair as they were 
presented figures wiiieh promise 
to lie difficult to cut, that would 
allow the city an approximate 
m ill levy increase of more than

The city tax situation could be 
called hopeless m several 
re­ 
spects. 
I-'inanee 
Director Theo 
Herg reported that f(»r its general 
limited fund, the city could make 
a levy to produce Sl.ti.'iO.OtM. 
To produce that amount on the 
total city valuation of $135,592,- 
040 would require a levy of 13.5 
mills. W hile that is a substantial 
increa.se over the 11.41 levied for 
the same purpose in the current 
fiscal yt*ar. tin* increase in dol­ 
lars o\er last year would amount 
to 
cmly 
$98,509.50— much 
le.ss 
than salary increases alone are 
expected to come to. 
Berg also reported that the un­ 
limited fund levy for bond re­ 
tirement. 
intere.st, 
judgments, 
etc. would have to be about 1.05 
mills this year as compared to 
.882 mills last year. 
The total 
unlimited and possible limited 
levy amounts to 14.65 mills— an 
increase of 2.25 mills without 
eny material increase in dollars. 
The difficulty comes from a 
drop in the total city valuation of 
1 5. 3 9 3 . That drop is the re- 
.•^ult of both 50 per cent valua­ 
tions and removal of automobiles 
from the city direct lax rolls, 
There was also some concern 
shown 
at 
the 
budget meeting 
over the fact that real estate w ill 
have to carry practically all of 
any increase in the m ill levy. 
W hile the city personal property 
valuation dropped from .$46 m il­ 
lion the current fiscal year to 
.$2.5.052..340 for the coming year, 
t'eal t'state went up form $101.- 
912,.385 for the current vear to

The city tax picture is a little 
more hoiieful when viewed from 
ail overall angle. W ith the mill 
levy limit of 13.50 mills, esti­ 
mated balances at the end of this 
year of $489,722 and estimated 
mm-tax revenues due during the 
next fi.scal year of $977,708, the 
city could have a total of $3.- 
117.495 for general or limited 
c»i>erating purposes. 
That would give the city an 
im rease of $382,382 in the gen- 
rrii! operating budget over the 
<unont year. However, it would 
alsf* moan liquidaron of those 
balantes the city generally falls 
back on for operation during the 
fwét few months of a new fiscal 
.''•ear w'hen no tax funds are be­ 
ing received. 
W ith the use of those balances, 
the city could find itself in the 
position of having to operate on 
a' credit rather than cash basis 
for the first few month.s of the 
1954-55 fi.scal year.
